Fiscal Analysis

ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Current Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks game damage program averages 787 complaints annualy.
An average of 240 (30 percent) of those complaints involve ungulate or game bird damage to harvested
hay crops during the winter period of October 1 — March 31.

2. Using figures from another stat€' s program similar to what is proposed in SB 291, average payment for
clamsinvolving wildlife damage to harvested hay cropswas $1,300. If the department averages 240
clams annualy and makes payments at an average rate of $1,300, the projected costs for claims payments
will be $312,000.
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3. Adminigrative duties will require 3.50 FTE (grade 14). This assumes that each claim requires 30 hours of
staff time to investigate, process, and handle (30x240 = 7,200 and 7,200/2080 = 3.50) Operating expenses
for will be $5,000 per FTE.

4. Sincethishill has aretroactive effective date of July 1, 2000, the department will need to request a state
supplementa gppropriation in HB 3 for additiond authority to cover payments from winter game damage
that occurred in FY 2000.

5. Sincethishill does not provide arevenue source for the game damage payments, the department will have
to redirect existing authority and resources. Thiswill require reducing other department game damage
efforts.
